Lord Lytton Takes Them to Task For 
False Ideas. 


“Let girls marry at eighteen and 
boys at twenty, and the world will be 
relieved of some of ita gravest pro- 
blems.”’ This was the advice given by 
a speaker at a conference of the Par- 
ents’ National Educational Union at 
Brighton recently, following an ad- 
dress by Lord Lytton, 

Lord Lytton gave what he called 
young manti’s lecture to his parents.”’ 

“The time has come for parents to 
realize they have made some grave 
mistakes,” he said. “In the first place, 
it is a mistake for a rich father to 
bring up his son in ignorance of the 
responsibilities of an inheritance 
Some fathers go on as if, they ex- 
pected to live for ever. Every boy 
should be taught how to handle 
money, not alone for his own sake, but 
because hemay some time have charge 
of other people's money,

Trapping the smaller members of the

Valuable Poultry Experiments. 

The poultry department of Cornell 
University has an interesting cross 
bred pullet hatched an February 16, | 
She is given absolute liberty of the 
place and is so tame that she may be 
caught at any time, says the American 
Agriculturist. She feeds when she 
wishes from cracked wheat, corn, 
oats, meal, whole and mixed graina, 
meat scraps, grass, grit and «kim | 
milk, She is to continue having her 
liberty, for the department wish to see 


if she will balance her own ration 
and not get fat. Her egg record ts 
henomenal, Beginning to lay on! 
une 19, with a two-ounce egg, she 
has increased the size of the egg 
gradually and in 161 days has laid | 
151 eggs. 

The molting experiment in whieh

to induce rapid molting and early | 
laying and the result of retarding | 


feeding, in contrast with ordinary | 
feeding. Two pens each of White Leg- 
horna, of one, two and three years of | 
age, respectively, were taben, and | 
oae pen from each age. They were | 
iven limited rations for four weeks 

@., firat week, two-thirds; second 
week, one-half; third week, one-third 
fourth week, two-thirds, and the fifth 
week the complete ration, Meanwhile 
the other pen waa kept at the same 
qualy of food, but with a steady 
quantity of feed, In order to deter. 
mine more thorought the mode and 
rapidity of molting, the fowls in each 
of the six pens were dyed different 
colors, The result to date is as fol- 
lows: As a rule, a hen molta the 
feathers from different parts of the 
body in a certain rotation. The rapid. | 
ity is variable, Those that continue to 
lay, are last to molt, A hen rarely lays 
and molts at the same time, Restrict. | 
ing the rations has not forced the re- | 
sult to a marked degree, but the hens | 
under this treatment have more com 
pletely molted up to the present. The 
restricted ration has reduced the! 
number of eggs to zero and forced a! 
loss of weight from one-half t¢ one 
pound apiece, 

Four pens of pullets hatched Febru- 
ary 15, have been experimented with 
to determine how to feed from the 
time there is evidence of beginning of 
laying, 80 as to get the most eggs in 
October, November and December, 
There are 20 pulleta in each pen 
Those in two pens have been forced, 
the others retarded. Those forced have 
been given all whole grain, ground | 
feed, and meat scraps, while those re- | 
tarded were given only whole grain 
and but little meat seraps, The re- 
sults to date show that those given 
the first ration have laid the most 
eges, have the most weight and are 
in the best condition of laying, 


Horse Talk, 

Never leave a horse tied with his 
head to the wind. 

Bedding makes the manure much 
more valuable and makes the horses 
look better,

blanket, and when the horse is stop- 
nod, even for a short time, put the

Skim as Close as Possible,

of the cream In about one-tenth of the 
weight of the milk, Such cream shouk 
test around 40 per cent and will be al 
most thick enough to cut. Practically 
all the milk serum has been eliminated 
and with It have been taken the talnty 
and Ill favors also, It ia not likely thar 
more than one or two milkings will be 
#0 contaminated, 

Close skimming with the separator by 
& good practice at all times, Cream 
that will test 30 per cent butter fat 
will stay sweet longer than that con 
taining more milk serum, testing, say 
20 per cent. A good method of Improv 
ing the quality of cream as above sug 
gested should be of considerable value 
especially to the individual who retails 
cream to private trade. As a means, 
however, of producing a good product 
it should be of secondary Importance 
The primary object, says Homestead. 
ls to produce clean, pure milk; then 
good cream will be insured,

second day, three on the third and one

THE DAIRY Gow. 


Geome Points to Consider When Yeo 
Are Parchasing One. 

What is the correct type or conforma. 
tion of a dairy cow? The points may 
be briefly considered under five heads— 
namely, dairy temperament, feeding 
capacity, constitution, milk organs and 
quality, 

Dairy temperament is Indicated by a 
spare, angular form; large, bright, ex- 
pressive eyes far apart; a large, 
straight, prominent backbone and an 
active disposition as opposed to slug- 
gishness. The spare, angular form in- 
dicates the absence of any disposition 
to lay on fat, and the large backbone, 
large, bright eyes, broad forehead and 
general sprightliness indicate an abun- 
dance of nerve or working power. 

Good feeding capacity is Indicated by 
a long, deep barre! or coupling, a large 
muzzle and a good constitution. 

Constitation and Milk Organs, 

A good constitution is indicated by 
large, bright eyes,Meep, broad chest, a 
large heart girth, large, open nostrils 
and a soft, pliable skin, with plenty of 
secretion, 

Good milk organs are Indicated by a 
large, evenly quartered, elastic udder 
running well forward and well up be 
hind, large, tortuous milk veins run- 
ning well forward and preferably 
branched and large, deep milk wells, of 
which there is usually only one on eb 
ther aide. More are much appreciated. 
The teats should be of moderate size 
and squarely placed. 

Good quality is indicated by a loose, 
pliable skin, soft silky balr, clean boue 
and a general refinement, especially ia 
the head, neck, withers, thighs and 
limbs, 


The Cow's Udder, 

The udder of the cow is an impor 
tant organ, but is frequently misjudg- 
ed. Fleshy uddere, no matter how 
large, are undesirable. They possess 
small milk elaborating capacity and 
are more subject to disorders than 
moderate sized elastic udders. 

Another point that needs emphasis is 
the importance of constitutional vigor 
in the animal, A good milker is one of 
the hardest worked animals we have, 
and unless possessed of a good consti- 
tution it can never do its maximum 
work, and an early breakdown may be 
expected, 

When purchasing a pure bred cow or 
heifer you should know the record of 
her dam as well as that of her sire’s 
dam, and the further back consecutive- 
ly good records can be traced the more 
valuable the animal, 

Pare Bred Steck. 

The chief and important advantage 
of pure bred animals lies in the fact 
that they are capable of transmitting 
their own qualities to their offspring 
with a far greater degree of certainty 
than te the case with animals of pro- 
tmiscuous breeding. This emphasizes 
the Importance of purchasing only the 
best when buying pure bred stock, be- 
cause an inferior pure bred animal 
cannot be expected to breed anything 
but inferior stock, while common or 
native inferior stock may by chance 
drop fair individuals occasionally,— 
Professor John Michela, Clemson Col- 
lege, Bouth Carolina, 


A moderately warm, clean, light, well 
ventilated stable ils a great ald in the 
economical production of winter milk, 
Cold and badly ventilated stables mean 
added cost for feed, 

Hemove the Cause, 

Poor butter ia dve to poor handling 
somewhere along the line, It may be! 
it bad ite origin in the cow barn, the 
milk room, the churn or it may have 
been well cared for up to the time of 
rinsing and washing the faolshed prod- 
uct. Hunt the source and remove the 
caune, 

Use Pare Water, 

Polluted water will make milk the 
carrier of such diseases as diphtheria, 
typhold and scarlet fever, Epidemics) 
in many cities bave been traced back! 
to the milk supply. It tls therefore es-; 
sential that the water used for dairy! 
purposes be known to be pure and 
clean, Welle which serve as cesspoole 
for the draining from graveyards, out- 
bouses and from barnyards should be 
closed up.—Professor Hunaiker. 

Neat Butter Packages. 

All butter packages should be sweet 
and clean before butter ls placed ia 
them, If this ls not done loss will al- 
ways result. A neat package is also. 
exceedingly desirable, as an untidy one 
creates a suspicion of the character of 
the butter, | 

Milk Before Weeding. | 

Milk absorbs bad odors very rapidly, | 
consequently as soon as it is drawn re| 
move at once from the stable and take’ 
to the milk house. Always milk tn a! 
place free from objectionable odors, 
This ts especially important when al-| 
lage ls being fed. Do not milk while 
the fresh silage is in the mangers. | 
Milk before feeding, |

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

Mr. J. S. Willison, editor of the 
Toronto News and former editor of 
the Globe, delivered an address a 
few days ago before the Toronto 
Canadian Club on " Civil Service 
Reform "', in which he denounced 
political appointments to public of- 
fices. He expressed himself as in 
favor of competitive examinations 
for candidates tor departmental 
positions and the abolition of 
patronage committees. 

Mr, Willison knows the Civil Ser- 
vice only in a general way, Had he 
spent the best years of his life in it 
in a vain struggle to rise to the top 
on his own merits against party 
patronage from without and official 
intrigue within he might make 
some small impression on the 
Federal authorities on the subject. 

The present Canadian Civil Ser- 
vice is an exemplification of the 
victors.and spoils system in its 
basest and vilest form. It is true 
that examinations are held, and 
conducted on what is seemingly a 
well regulated plan, but these 
examinations, in so far as having 
any elevating influence on the 
Civil Service, are a device 
to hoodwink the too apathetic and 
undiscriminating publica delu- 
sion, a snare, a disgrace and a 
crime. We have known the chief 
officer of the city of Toronto in one 
department to issue orders to the 
aggregation of useless super- 

*numeraries appointed on the im- 
portunities of party workers to 
keep out of sight, lest the public 
doing business at the office learn of 
their numbers and enquire as to 
their duties, We have seen in one 
room upstairs in the Government 
building at Hamilton at one time 
five useless excrescences on the 
body politic with their heads 
against the wall and their feet on 
the table, sleeping away the sum- 
mer hours, and all the time draw- 
ing .pay from the Dominion 
Treasury. They too were rele- 
gated to that room to be away from 
the cold gaze of a tax-paying pub- 
lic.

Now They Are pped of Their 
Shells While Alive, 

The shells shipped from the Colon 
district are taken from turtles caught | 
on the Lagarto and San Bias coasts of | 
the Caribbean sea during the months 
of May, June, July and August, when 
they approach the shore to deposit 
egas, which are Iald on the sandy 
beaches above bigh water mark at 
night. Holes are dug about one and a 
halt feet deep and the eggs deposited 
therein, Generally about three layings 
are made during a perlod of nine 
weeks, The eggs are lightly covered 
with sand and left to be batehed out 
by the beat of the suo, The turtles are 
caught elther while on shore or ia the 
water by means of neta. 

Aaa rule, they are killed immediately 
after being caught, cleaned and the 
shell frame washed with sand. But on 
the San Blas coast the Indians do not 


tles to great beat, afterward throwing | 
the turtles back Into the sea, By the 
application of beat the successive plates 
of sbell come off very easily. 

Turtles caught in these waters vary 
in sise from one to four and a balf feet. 
long, with a maximum weight of 150 
pounds, and the average weight of 
shell obtained from each is from six te 
seven pounds, The commercial value 
of tortoise sbell depends upon the thick 
bess and size of the plates rather than 
upon the brilliancy of the colors,
